It didn’t 
die, just condemned itself to 
obscurity. It decided to fade 
away. 
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State League teams won't lift NSL standard % 
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it now seems ea foregone conclusion that 
the National Soccer League; in its present 
format, is to come to an end later this year, 
opening up possibilities for improvement, as 
well as dangerous pitfalls. 


Regionalisation is strongly promoted by many as a way out 
of the financial mire into which the NSL has sunk, ae in 
some measure to skyrocketing airfares in recent years. 
However, there are other factors which have a bearing on the 
situation — less travel will not, in itself, be the salvation of the 


ar ae 
e huge inflation of transfer fees in recent seasons was one. 

But, just like all other sections of the Australian economy, the 
recession finally has caught up with soccer, too, with marked re- 
luctance on the part of most culbs to outlay large amounts. 

Lack of administrative professionalism in many of the NSL 
clubs is also a major hindrance in the way of steady development. 

But, let’s get back to the idea of regionalisation. 

Inevitably, it will detract from the status of the NSL as a truly 
national competitive league, unless there is a measure of regular 
season inter-play between the two divisions mooted, on the pat- 
tern of professional sports in the USA and, closer to home, in the 
National Basketball League of Australia. 

Even better — although there seems little chance of this hap- 
pening — the NSL’s size should be reduced drastically. 

This would have several immediate beneficial effects. 

e Travel costs would be reduced. 

e Fewer teams would be competing for the available pool of 
spectators. 

e The NSL would become a potential showcase for the best 
soccer can offer in this country, with the elimination of inferior 
players and some inferior teams from the schedule. 

Increasing the number of participating clubs, as regionalisa- 
tion suggests, would further dilute the already deficient skill level 
of the NSL. 

Having seen several NSW State League teams in action during 
the recent Ampol Cup, I would find it impossible to state that any 
of them would add much to the standard of the NSL.

Tonight’s (March 23) annual general meeting of the Hakoah 
Club will not have any “‘soccer candidates” running for positions 
on the board of directors. 

Club president Frank Lowy is pressing ahead, aiming to split 
the soccer set-up completely away from the Hakeah Club. 

This is obvious from the comments in his annual report, which 
was publicised within Sydney's Jewish community. 

Lowy’s ambitions in this direction are being undertaken totally 
without consultation with the club’s membership! 

As part of the scheme, the long-standing president is allegedly 
passing the word around that full reinstatement of soccer in Ha- 
koah's scheme of things will lead to his resignation.

November's upheaval, and *that they have had a gutful of pre- 
vious policies of the club. 

The new committee failed to draw the necessary conclusions 
from this and, as a result, policies under their control — or, per- 
haps, the public's perception of those policies — are almost iden- 
tical with those of the previous administration.

It was the Second successive 
slap in the face for MacLean 
delivered by *'Soccer Action’. 
The first came a week earlier 
when I interviewed new Bris- 
bane Lions coach Simon Kis- 
temaker who told me that he 
was so unimpressed by MacL- 
ean that he placed the mid- 
fielder on the transfer list.

the past six weeks. 

The rebuff from Kistemaker 
was misplaced. MacLean 
wasn't a Lions player at the 
time.

Playing further back it is 
much easier to help with the 
organisation of the team with 


general advice, encour- 
agement, or reprimand, if it is 
necessary. 


The main way a striker can 
have an influence on his team 
mates, as captain, is to lead by 
example. 

He has to be the bravest, the 
most hard working, the most 
unselfish player on the team — 
it also helps if he can stick a 
couple of important goals 
away. 

In every respect but the 
latter one John Kosmina ap- 
peared to qualify as captain 
against New Zealand in Mel- 
bourne. 

I was not there, but watched 
the game on television and 
commentator Rex Mossop 
made constant mention of the 
commitment of Kosmina. 

A captain can do no more 
than give his all and especially 
in the case of a class player 
like Kosmina it was an error of 
judgement to take him off, not 
necessarily in the short term, 
but certainly in the long term.

It must affect his confidence 
in his ability to lift other 
players when his own position 
seems questioned.

] remember years ago when 
he and I were locked in a 
promotion battle, he with Mar- 
coni and myself with Suther- 
land in the NSW State League 
Division One.
